“As soon as possible I shall ask 
the senate to reconsider its action in 
adopting the majority report which re- 
jects the appointment of Captain Bar- 
nett.” Governor Hardman said. “If 
reconsideration is not granted I shall 
continue to send nominees to the sen- 
ate until the last minute of the pres- 
ent session. The situgtion has de- 
veloped to the point where it is a 
question of whether the verdict of the 
people of Georgia rendered in a fair 
and epen election is to prevail or 
whether some new sort of government 
set up by a small group of men shall 
prevail.”

REDISCOUNT RATE 


- HERE IS REDUCED 


Cut From 4 to 3 1-2 Per 
Cent Is Made at Meeting 
of Board Friday Morn- 


ing. 


The rediscount rate of the Atlanta 
Federal Reserve bank was reduced 
from 4 to 31-2 per cent, effective to- 
day, at a meeting of the board Friday 
morning at the bank, according to an- 
nouncement Friday afternoon by Oscar 
Newton, chairman of the board. 

Application of the local reserve 
bank to the federal reserve board at 
Washington for official approval of 
the reduction was granted Friday 
afternoon, according to a wire received 


by Mr. Newton. and also according 
to Associated Press dispatches. 


The action of the local reserve bank 
was in line with the reductions made 
by federal reserve banks in a number 
of cities including Dallas, Kansas City, 
Cleveland, New York and Boston. The 
rediscount ate is the rate charged by 
federal reserve banks for money loaned 
to member banks, | 

Questioned Friday night as to a 
possible bearing business conditions 
in the sixth district might have on 
the reduction of rediscount rate, Mr. 
Newton said that while conditions in 
this vicinity have been normally pros- 
perous during the past few months, 
that easy money conditions and pros- 
perity of the country at large had 
been the determing factors in the 
board's decision.

With the wings of three airmen 
in the derby now clipped by tragedy 
within three days, the nine remaining 
aviators at Oakland runway seemed 
thankful for the unanimous consent 
agreement last night which caused the 
2,400-mile race to be postponed from 
noon today until next Tuesday noon. 

Machine in Nose Dive. 

Rogers, who lived. in Long Beach, 
Calif., dropped 125 feet when his ma- 
cHine weut into a nose dive and fell 
like a rock. His wife, waiting at the 
air field, saw the accident. Rogers 
apparently had tried to use a para- 
chute when his plane went wrong. His 
body was picked up 200 feet fro 
the demolished plane. : 

Only two days ago Lieutenants 
George W. D. Covell and R. S. Wag- 
gener, U. S. N., died while en route 
to the starting point in a smashup 
off Point Loma, San Diego, and yes- 
terday the huge triplane, Pride of 
Los Angeles” was wrecked in San 
Francisco bay while its crew of three 
narrowly escaped drowning.

The woman and the physician re- 
ceived the verdict calmly and both 
declared they had nothing to say be- 
fore sentence was pronounced by 
Judge James D. Simon. The date of 
the execution will be set by the gov- 
ernor. 

He 
stood in the courtroom, wearing a 
gray summer suit and was very pale.

„Have you anything to say before 
I pronounce the sentence?“ the judge 
asked him. 

“No, sir, nothing,” he replied. 

Dreher Sentenced. 

“Then I sentence you to hang by 
your neck until you are dead, dead, 
dead and may God have mercy on 
your soul,” Judge Simon said.

President Unable To Keep 
Expenditures Within

(United News.) —Governmental er- 
penditures next year will exceed 83, 
000,000,000, the limit set by President 
Coolidge in his speech to the business 
meeting of the government just be- 
fore he left Washington for his sum- 


mer vacation. it was announced in 
his behalf today at the executive of- 
fices. 
Budget Director Lord arrived today 
with estimates for Coolidge to sanc- 
tion, but the president already had 
realized that it would be impossible to 
cut down expenses to the limit he 
had hoped to reach. 

Lord will discuss with the presi- 
dent the general amount of the budget 
which has not yet been set, distribu- 
tion of expenditures for various gov- 
ernment departments and the state 
of the treasury next year for tax re- 
duction.

If Measure Approved by 

Senate, Proposal Will 
Be Given to People at 
Next Election. 


SEABORN WRIGHT 
LEAVES ASSEMBLY 


Floyd Representative, in 
Fiery Speech, Denounces 
Rules Committee, Says 
He’s “Going Home.” 


By a vote of 142 to 39, the house 
of representatives Friday adopted an 
income tax amendment to the state 
constitution which, after passing the 
senate, is to be submitted to the people 
in the next general election for ratifi- 
cation. The bill won 4 substantial 
victory, obtaining four more votes than 
the necessary two-thirds vote required 
to pass an amendment of this nature. 
The bill as adopted is a compromise 
measure embodying some features of 
the Doyal bill rejected two weeks ago 
and other features offered in the form 
of amendments and substitutes. The 
maximum rate provided is 5 per cent, 
with the legislature empowered to fix 
the scale of taxation. 

Passage of the bill came after a 
hectic session of the house, which was 
featured at the morning session by 
the dramatic retirement of Seaborn 
Wright, veteran legislator from Floyd 
county, who denounced the rules com- 
mittee for failing to place on the ¢al- 
endar some of his bills. Th. representa- 
tive spoke in heated tones and an- 
nounced he would “take his hat and 
go home rather than to submit to 
such tyranny.” As far as could be 
learned the legislator carried out his 
threat to return to his home, as he 
did not appear for the afternoon ses- 
sion and friends stated he had pre- 
pared to leave for home an an after- 
noon train. : 

The day in the house was one full 
of powerful debates. Speakers dis- 
cussed all phases of the income tax 
principles and the effect such a tax 
would hare in Georgia before the vote 
was called. Representative Zellers, 
the last speager, made a strong plea 
for the submissién for such a plan 
to the people to let them ratify or re- 
ject it at the polls in the next gen- 
eral election. 

Graduated Tax. 

The bill adopted was in the form 
of a substitute agreed upon by the 
different camps of income tax adher- 
ents and was signed by Representa- 


tives Doyal, of Floyd; Tate, of Tur- 
ner: Custer, of Decatur; Wilhoit, of 
Warren, and others. 

A 2 tax on incomes of cor - 
porations and individuals not to ex- 
ceed 5 per cent to be scaled by the 
legislature, gradually displacing the 
ad valorem tax for state purposes 
and providing $2,000 exemption for 
married peters and $1,000 exemption 
for single persons was the form in 
which the members of the house ac- 
cepted the bill. 

The measure, if approved by the 
senate and signed by the vernor, 
must be ratified the people in the 
election in November, 1928, before it 
becomes a law. | 

D Ad Valorem. 

The state ad valorem tax, under this 
law. would remain at five mills the 
first year of the income tax, drop to 
fours mills the second year, to three 
mills the third, to two mills the fourth. 
and would thereatfer be eliminated 
except for retiring bonded indebted-

ness and for emergencies of war or 
insurrection. 

According to Mr. Doyal, the bill 
would not affect the rights of coun- 
ties and municipalities to fix ad val- 
orem taxes of their own. It would 
also be possible to accelerate reduction 
of the state ad valorem tax if the 
income tax revenue justified it, he 
said. 

Representative Camp, of Coweta, 
and others opposed the bill on the 
ground that it would hamper Geor- 
gia’s industrial development by keep- 
ing away big industries which are 
now coming into the state. 

A new sales tax levying one mill on 
the gross receipts of all firms engaged 
in buying or selling any commodity, 
gas, electric current or any other sala- 
ble service will be introduced before 
the house by Representative Stark, of 
Whitfield, and others, according to 
an announcement Friday. 

Banks, farm products sold by the 
producer, gasoline as a motor fuel, 
cigars and cigarettes. would be ex- 
cepted from the provision of this bill 
and they would continue under the 
tax laws now applying to them. 

According to its authors, the tax 
would. raise in excess of $3,700,000 
annually. All firms.of any size would 
be required to pay a $5 occupational 
tax annually, this to be deducted from 
the one mill tax on gross receipts ex- 
ceeding $5,000.

Woodland, Ga. Au 12.— (Spe- 
eial.) — More than 2, negroes who 
live in the northern part of Talbot 
county, or who formerly ded 
ere, met here today at what is be- 
- lieved to be the first negro home-com- 
ing ever given by the white citizens 
to negroes. This meeting was spon- 
sored by the Woodland Ad club and 
- by the farmers and peach growers of 
‘this place. 

Several speeches were made by both 
white persons and negroes and the 
talks were greatly enjoyed by the 
negroes. The music for the occasion 
consisted of several songs sung by the 
negro congregation, led by Golden 
Carreker, colored. 

The first speaker was H. A. Also- 
brooks, agricultural agent ef the A. 
B. & C. railroad. Mr. Alsobrooks 
spoke along the line of industry and 
thrift among the colored race and 
told the negroes that everyone should 
have an ambition to own a little land 
and stated that an ideal condition 
for a negro family wag 5 
least a small farm and during their 
spare time from work on this farm 
to help the large peach growers and 
farmers in the neighborhood. 

Dave Moore. colored, from Gay 
made a short talk, stating that al- 
though he lived at Gay, he was hunt. 
ing a home at Woodland, since he 
saw how the whites treated the negro. 

John W. Adams, a prosperous 
negro farmer of this place, made a 
talk to the negroes along the line of 
thrift and stated that he remembered 
the time when his mother worked for 
$25 per year and supported the fam- 
ily. He said he had worked at 25 
cents per day but by thrift and in- 
dustry, he now owned 500 acres of 
land and owed nothing. He said the 
great trouble with the negro was they 
never got scared of debt, but let the 
merchant do the getting scared. Talks 
were made by Henry Parham and sev- 
eral other local negroes. 

A talk was made by John Rigdon. 
agricuitural agent of the Central of 
Georgia railroad, along the line of 
dairying and poultry raising. He 
stated that he knew places where 
negroes were doing well in the dairy 
business and were accumulating 
money much faster than other negroes 
who had gone to Detroit or other 
northern cities. 

Cason Cheered. 


The principal negro speaker of the 
day was Rey. J. R. Cason, who 
teaches the negro school here. He was 
loudly cheered by both white persons 
and negroes. He stated that he was 
not there to flatter the whites nor to 
tell th® negroes they were mistreated 
by the southern white man, but to 
tell both white and black the truth. 
He stated that he was born in Geor- 
gin, and had been in almost every 
state in the union and many foreign 
countries but he believed the Georgia 
white man was the best friend he had 
ever had, although at times he had 
heen mistreated by them. He stated 
that the great trouble with the ne 
groes was that for years they had 
had bad teaching from their preachers 
and teachers, ut he believed this 
tate of affairs was growing much 
better. Cason stated that he consid. 
ered it as much his duty to teach in- 
dustry in the school as it was to teach 
the alphabet. 

Much amusement was caused when 
Cason stated that the white people 
were constantly telling the negro to 
diversify, but that the negro believed 
that he could not borrow money on 
anything but cotton and turning to 8.

The patrolman, F. Dauria, after not- 
ing wnaeccountable activity at the 
Downing shipyard, wharf, called for 
reinforcements. Two score reserves 
surrounded the wharf from land, hem- 
ming in 46 men with seven trucks 
and three automobiles, and frustrated 
a desperate attempt of the freighter 
to escape to sea with her cargo and 
26 men, by a timely warning to the 
coast guard. 

As the police surrounded the wharf 
the Ansonia cut her hawsers and 
dashed under full steam into the nar- 
row Kilt van Kull. Striking two sand- 
barges and shearing one in two, her 
mad flight ended abruptly as she 
struck a sandbar.

Not a Genius,

Chicago, August 12.— (United 
News.)—One of the richest men of 
his time and one of the most generous 
givers, Julius Rosenwald, of Chicago, 
has celebrated his sixty-fifth birthday 
without giving to a public a formula 


for success. 

“Don’t quote me on any advice to 
get rich,” he said. “If there is a 
formula, I don’t know of it.” 

He believes luck in the form of 
opportunity has much to do with suc- 
cess. 

„J was lucky, not a genius,“ he 
said Friday, his birthday, and 
think that is true of most rich men. 
With rare exception, the man who ac- 
cumulates great wealth displays no 
more genius than did the capital prize 
winner in the Louisiana lottery. By 
luck he got hold of a good thing at 
the right time and by more luck he 
held on to it.” 

But the chairman of the board of 
directors of Sears-Roebuck agrees that 


it takes more than luck to hold a 
fortune. 

Many have benefited from the mer- 
chant’s generosity. How much his 
philanthropies aggregate he doesn't 
know. “I don’t think of the past,” he 
said, “I look ahead at the work that 
remains to be done.

Broun, however, 
continued to write on the Sacco-Van- 
zetti case. The World, therefore, ex- 
ercising it, right of final decision as 
to what it will publish*in ite columns, 
has omitted all articles submitted by 
Broun.” 

Broun told the Associated Press he 
would devote his time to the writing 
of magazine articles or, perhaps, 
would return to the stage. 

He said that although Pulitzer’s 
statement made it ambiguous as to 
whether he was through as a column- 
ist for the World, he preferred to be- 
lieve that his service on that paper 
was ended. “It is my intention not 
to write anything else for the World,” 
he said. 

Broun’s contract with the paper ex- 
pires in February, 1951. Whether he 
would eventually offer his resigna- 
tion or not had not been decided, 
Broun said, adding that for the pres- 
ent he would “sit tight.”

There are those who are of the 
confident opinion that the senate will 
not concur in the bill, while others 
claimed that a quiet poll of senators

It is certain, however, that if and 
When submitted, the proposal will be 
heavily attacked from several angles. 

Some persous oppose it because it 
contains too much legislative detail. 
believing that an amendment to the 
constitution for the purpose named 
should go no further than to say that 
“the general assembly shall have pow- 
er to levy a tax upon incomes from 
whatever source derived.“ und leave it 
optional with the legislature when to 
levy an income tax, for how wuch. 
and for what purpose. They believe 
the income tax power should be an 
elastic one, capable of exercise as 
financial. educational, or other spe- 
cial emergency might require. 


Other Material Objections. 

Some pronounced objections were 
made to the rate of 5 per cent of 
the net income, as fixed in the bill. 
It is probable that the figure may 
he retained only as the maximum rate. 
not to be exceeded in enforcement 
legislation. 

No objections were heard to the 
schedule of exemptions, as they fol- 
low the figures common to almost 
all the state income laws. 

But there are many persons, evi- 
dentiy, who object to any form of 
income tax, and prefer a general sales. 
or consumption, tax that will cover 
nil the people in fair and just pro- 
portion to their fnnual expenditures.

As they ascended the stairs lead- 
ing to the barber shop they linked 
arms and helped each other up the 
steep flight. It was evident that 
they are both very weak, but as yet 
there is no sign of collapse in either 
man. 

Vanzetti is much the stronger of the 
two, as he has again broken his hun- 
ger strike which he resumed when they 
were put in the death cell, from which 
they were removed Thursday follow- 
ing the granting of the respite to and 
including August 22. Now that they 
are back again in Cherry Hill. both 
men are somewhat more hopeful. 

In the barber shop they spent more 
than an hour in conversation with 
Mrs. Rosa Sacco and Michael A. Mus- 
manno, an Italian lawyer of Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., who is associated with 
Arthur D. Hill, chief defense coun- 
sel. , 

Mrs. Sacco begged her husband to 
break his hunger strike. But he was 
firm in his refusal. Pointing out the 
window of the barber hop to the pris- 
on yard, he said: 

Eat and Drink. 

„Let's not talk about me. See those 
pigeons out there. How pretty and 
how happy they are.” 

To which Mrs. Sacco said: Tes. 
Nick, but they eat and drink.“ 

Sacco had no reply to this re 
joinder. 

Today was the 27th day since Sac- 
co began his fast, and unless he con- 
sents to eat soon Warden Hendry is 
considering a resort to forcible feed- 
ing. This will not be done, however. 
until his condition is really serious. 

Dr. Joseph I. McLaughlin. prison 
physician said today after his usual 
visit to the men: 

“Contrary to published reports. 
Sacco is no nearer collapse now than 
he has been at any time during his 
hunger strike. I found him writing 
when I reached his cell. He rose and 


stood for five minutes while we talked. | 


Vanzetti was sleeping.” 

In talking with Musmanno, Van- 
zetti, speaking in Italian, expressed 
indignation because prison officials 
will not permit his letters to leave 
the jail. Warden Hendry has been 
holding np the mail of both men since 
publication of two letters written to 
the defense committee recently in 
which Governor Alvan T. Fuller and 
his advisory committee were severely 
criticised. 

„Is it not a terrible thing,” said 
Vanzetti, “that a man who bas but 
ten days to live should be forbidden 
the opportunity to state his case?” 

Back to Death Cell. 

Legally Sacco and Vanzetti may be 
transferred back to the death house 
again at any time, as their respite 
now has but ten days th run. 

The warden said tonight, however, 
that he would “keep them over there 
for a while.” It is probable that they 
will not be t-ansferred until some time 
next week, after the state supreme 
court has considered the case.

King Ben Purnell 
Says First Wife 
W asNotDivorced. 


St. Joseph, Mich., August 12.—(4)— 
Benjamin Purnell, leader of the House 
of David colony, today broke the si- 
lence “which has characterized him 
during his years of litigations. 

Taking the stand in his own defense 
in the state's dissolution suit, he 
readily admitted he never secured a 
divorce from the Kentucky hills girl 
he married 50 years ago and later de- 
serted to wed Mary, the present queen 
of the colony. State's attorneys had 
plumbed witness after witness in un- 
successful efforts to substantiate their 
charge that Benjamin was a bigamist. 
It was the firstgtime Purnell ever tes- 
tified in colony court proceedings. 

Denies All Charges. 

Aside from that lone admission Pur- 
nell denied all state allegations. With 
a monotonous reiteration of “No” 
and “I never did,” he classed 


the 
state’s accusations and the testimony 
of former girl colonists as untruths. 
In categorical order he flatly denied 
he was familiar with girl members. 
that he taught or believed in mysteri- 
ous rites, that there was an “inne: 
circle’ of chosen Shiloh girls: that 
liquor and beer parties were held. He 
declared that the colony never mis- 
represented or defrauded members of 
their property. There were no mock 
courts to teach members to perjure 
themselves, he asserted. Stories of 
secret tunnels, walled-in hiding places. 
and wigs and disguises to facilitate 
his escape in ease of trouble were 
branded as figments of someone's im- 
agination, 

The Purnell who once was a dom- 
inating figure has shrunken to a gray- 
haired, sunked-eyed, feeble-appearing 
old man, He is 66 years old and 
looks 76. His voice wads so weak the 
court stenographer, who sat close be- 
side him. was forced to repeat his an- 
swers for the benefit of counsel. De- 
spite the outer evidence of weakness, 
however, his eyes, when he chose to 
open them, flashed fire at his ac- 
eusers. Although a nurse hovered at 
his head, watching his every move, 
he frequently swung viciously at flies 
which lighted on his thinning whis- 
kers. N 

Testifies On Stretcher. 

Purnell was brought to the court 
in an ambulance. ‘olonists carried 
him into the room on a stretche:. The 
witness stand was removed to make 
room for the cot. As he reclined and 
listened to the questions he rolled his 
head from side to side on the pillow 
as though impatient to have it over 
with. 

After being on the stand an hour 
and thirty minutes, his nurse and de- 
fense counsel announced he was ex- 
hausted. His direct examination was 
completed, but State’s Attorney George 
E. Nichols had barely scratched the 
surface of the cross-examination when 
the judge dismissed the witness for the 


ay. 

W. J. Barnard, defense attorney, 
announced Purnell will return for the 
completion of his cross-examination as 
soon as the physicians announce him 
physically able. He is said to be suf- 
fering from diabetes and tuberculosis. 

Marries Without Divorce. 

Purnell married his first wife, An- 
igeline Brown, when he was 16 years 
old, in Greenup county, Kentucky. As 
a witness for the state his former wife 
described Purnell as shiftless and no 
good. He-went on a visit and forgot 
to come back, she said. A few years 
later he married Mary Stollard, who 
now is Queen Mary. 

“Did you ever get a divorce from 
your first wife?’ asked Nichols. 

“No, I didn’t need any. My attor- 
ney told me according to law it was 
not necessary,” Purnell replied. 

“I suppose at that tim: you were 
an ignorant country boy?’

“But as the years passed you learned 
that such a proceeding was contrary 
to law and a criminal act, didn't you?“

. special city hall committee of 
city council Thursday recommended 
location of the building on a site at 
Mitchell and Washington streets, the 
old girls’ high school. site. This ac- 
tion was taken after city council defi- 
nitely abandoned the courthouse tract 
on account of the fact that the coun- 
ty asked $368,000.for its property. 
It was termed exorbitant and prohibi- 
tive. The special city hall commit- 
tee is headed by Conncilman Wylie 
L. Moore, of the seventh ward, and 
Dr. P. L. Moon is a member. The 
report of the special city hall com- 
mittee will be offered to city council 
Monday, for action. 

Steering Committee Meeting. 

Details of the campaign will be 
worked out at a meeting to be held 
at 10 o'clock this morning in the of- 
fice of Councilman Howard ©.

A score of speakers urged that the

Mr. McCutcheon led the fight, and 
pginted out that peaceful methods in 
an attempt to deal with the commis- 
sioners had failed.
